Priority attention is being given to these Red Guard sources 
both in Washington and Hong Kong. 


6. A Chinese Communist atlas published for the “Red 
Guards" and dated December, 1966, has been obtained by the 
Map Library. it contains provincial maps which show 
greater detail than atlases previously received. The Map 
Library is having a number of photo-copies made; they will 
be available on loan. The Map Library also has available 
the Provincial Atlas Of Mainlaod China published by the 
Chinese Nationalists in 1966. “This is « Slightly re-edited 
version of the 1964 Chinese Communist atlas of the same titie. 
The original map plates are reproduced in color as they 


were in the original, but the page size has been enlarged 


to 10 x 15 inches which makes them nuch more readable. 

The text pages have also been reproduced from the original 
plates, but certain phrases such as “bandit Chiang" have 
been X°d out. A full translation of the text pages was 
published in JPRS: 27,071, 27 October 1964, from the 
original Chicom text. 
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7. The first two filme of a series of motion pictures, 
"Up the Yangtze", produced in 1966 by the film subsidiary 
of the Japanese newspapers Asabi Shimbun, are availabie for 


viewing or loan in Graphics Register (Film Branch x7407).
